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Statistical data on the 158 rural schools of Wyoming are presented, baced 
information collected in 1967. Data are categorized into 2 types : schools under county 
superintendents, and schools not under county superintendents. Teacher pupil ratios 
are presented for each school. The data indicate that 127 schools were under 
supervision of the county superintendent of schools, while 31 schools 
as being in a town superintendent. The total school enrollment for the sjshools included 
in the survey was 2510 students, taught by 269 teachers.
